COMMUNITY 

Where  The  Buses  Go  by  Michele  Turner 


Twenty-one  years  ago,  five  towns 
in  Southern  Berkshire  (Alford,  Egre- 
mont,  Monterey,  New  Marlborough, 
and  Sheffield)  began  busing  7-12  stu- 
dents to  Mount  Everett  Regional 
School.  Since  that  time,  our  district 
buses  have  traveled  probably  in  ex- 
cess of  4  million  miles.  Most  students 
are  not  enthusiastic  about  riding  bus- 
es, but  at  least  they  have  some  credit- 
able scenery  to  view  on  the  way  to 
school  and  coming  back  home. 

In  order  to  get  some  shots  of  buses  and  commu- 
nity, I  got  up  early  one  October  morning  and 
drove  to  school.  I  was  driving  down  Route  23  in 
South  Egremont,  and  there  it  was  ...  a  bus!  I 
pulled  over  and  jumped  out  of  the  car.  Using  a 
Nikon,  I  managed  to  get  the  camera  settings 
and  the  picture  just  in  time;  Smiley 's  Pond 
made  a  beautiful  upside-down  frame,  and  the 
ducks  made  the  picture  really  complete.  Mike 
Lewis  took  the  picture  of  a  bus  going  up  Coo- 
per Hill  in  Sheffield  (bottom  left),  and  I  got  the 
shot  of  a  group  of  kids  getting  on  the  bus  in  the 
village  of  South  Egremont  (bottom  middle). 
On  that  occasion,  after  I  turned  around,  I  saw 
another  bus  going  by  The  Olde  Mill  (bottom 
right). 

I  was  pulled  over  by  the  library  in  Egremont 
getting  a  few  pictures  when  I  saw  a  bus 
coming.  I  got  a  shot  of  it  down  the  road,  then 
I  had  to  wait  to  see  where  it  was  going.  It 
came  at  me!  I  ran  down  the  road  in  front  of 
the  bus  in  order  to  slow  it  down.  I  stopped, 
turned,  and  got  another  shot.  Then  I  waited 
for  the  kids  to  get  on  the  bus  and  got  another 
shot.  Finally  I  stepped  out  of  the  way  and 
allowed  the  bus  to  go  by  and  caught  one  last 
shot  (see  pictures  far  left,  page  6).  Some  kids 
get  taken  through  Alford  Center;  I  got  the  shot 
of  Alford  Center  school  right  at  dusk  (page  6, 
top  right).  In  New  Marlborough  there  are  a  lot 
of  hills;  up  this  one  you  can  follow  a  path  to  a 
church  (page  6,  upper  middle).  The  sun  was 
hanging  low  in  the  sky  in  Ashley  Falls  when 
the  picture  of  two  houses  was  taken  (lower 
middle);  if  you  look  close  you  might  be  able  to 
see  a  girl  on  a  bicycle.  A  fisherman  at  Lake 
Garfild  in  Monterey  ignored  me  as  I  took  his 
picture  (bottom).  The  golf  course  at  Jug  End 
was  very  quiet  when  I  went  by  one  Friday 
afternoon  (page  7,  top  left).

Becoming  A  Yearbook  Photographer  by  E.  Hey

In  the  Spring  of  the  year,  a  yearbook  pho- 
tographer comes  to  the  staff  with  very  limited 
experience.  A  photographer  must  first  be 
trained  in  the  mechanics  of  a  camera  and  then 
in  composition.  During  his  training,  he  must 


be  shooting  usable  material.  He  must  deal 
with  variable  confrontations  and  keep  good 
communication  between  himself  and  the  edi- 
tor.

A  photographer  is  confronted  with  varied  lev- 
els of  cooperation  from  his  subjects,  ranging 
from  none  to  complete  cooperation.  Sandy 
Dellert  (below)  who  is  an  example  of  lowest 
level  of  cooperation  resorted  to  outside  help  to 
hide  her  face  from  the  camera.  Kim  Williams 
(above)  refused  to  be  shot  by  me,  although  I 
tried  several  times.  Chris  Smith  was  a  little 
more  willing.  I  got  one  shot  off  (upper  right) 
before  she  noticed  the  camera;  she  then 
lowered  her  head  and  closed  her  eyes.  Then 
out  of  desperation,  she  picked  up  a  ruler  to 
hide  her  face. 


The  next  level  of  cooperation  is  a  pyramid 
(right)  built  by  the  photo-journalism  class  dur- 
ing one  of  its  shooting  sessions.  This  event  is 
staged;  however,  it  is  not  complete  coopera- 
tion. There  was  a  tenth  person  present,  but  she 
refused  to  cap  the  pyramid.  Her  reasoning  was 
that  it  was  a  windy  day  and  she  was  wearing  a 
dress. 


Almost  on  the  same  level  of  cooperation  is  the 
event  of  one  person's  creating  a  situation  for 
the  photographer  at  the  expense  of  another 
person.  Mr.  Davis  and  I  were  shooting  a  seventh 
grade  class.  Jackie  Boibeaux  was  in  the  process 
of  blowing  a  bubble  (middle  left)  when  Joann 
Lemmerman  popped  it,  covering  Jackie's  face 
with  gum  (bottom  left). 


Next  is  complete  cooperation.  On  a  cold  fall 
day,  we  had  a  bomb  scare  that  forced  students 
outside.  One  class,  in  order  to  keep  warm,  hud- 
dled together  with  Richard  Sturchio  in  the 
middle.  Noticing  me  with  my  camera,  they 
asked  me  to  take  a  picture.  I  obliged  with  the 
picture  you  see  at  the  upper  left.

Now  the  ultimate.  This  is  complete  coopera- 
tion with  a  little  extra.  At  left  George  Warner 
shows  off  his  biceps  with  Cos  in  the  back- 
ground emphasizing. 


Sometimes  yearbook  staff  finds  itself  doing 
work  over  and  over  again.  During  a  lunch 
period  Michele  Turner  and  I  got  together  to 
take  pictures  of  the  Freshman  Class  officers. 
Michele  explained  to  me  how  they  were  to  be 
set  up.  I  then  shot  the  first  three  pictures  at  the 
right  using  minor  variations.  After  I  was  fin- 
ished shooting,  Michele  told  me  I  had  set  them 
up  wrong.  I  retrieved  the  class  officers  and  shot 
them  to  Michele's  specifications  (middle  right). 
Mr.  Davis  found  these  pictures  unsuitable  and 
sent  Michael  Lewis  to  reshoot. 


Most  people  don't  realize  how  much  effort  goes 
into  producing  a  yearbook.  Our  adviser,  Mr. 
Davis,  and  the  editors  spend  many  hours  pre- 
paring the  book.  To  relieve  tension,  editors 
Michele  Turner  and  Rick  DuVall,  who  double 
as  photographers,  engage  in  a  so-called  double 
shooting  session  (lower  right).
